The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claim 28 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed 
because none of the references of record teach or suggest a process for preparing a 
low water-uptake precipitated silica, wherein during the simultaneous addition of a 
silicate and an acidifying agent, the pH of the reaction medium remains between 7 and 
8, and the silicon concentration in the reaction medium, expressed in Si02 equivalent, 
remains less than or equal to 35 g/l.
